| which must then have brushed a part of 
North America, and others have referred 
it to the prevalence of forest fires such as 
are now burning in New Jersey and Long 
Island, but this will not explain many of 
the appearances. A late number o! the 
English scientific journal, Nature, men* 
lions several similar days as known to his­ 
tory. 
In the years 536, 507 and 623 there were 
long periods cf 
diminished sunlight. 
According to Schnurrar in 733 "the sun 
darkened in 
an 
alarming manner on 
August 
Id; there appeared to be no 
eclipse by the moon, but rather an inter­ 
ruption from some meteoric substance.” 
In 931 tne sun lost its ordinary light for 
several months, and there was an ' opening 
in the heavens”—something perhaps like 
Secretary Bout well’s “hole in the sky.” In 
1091,on S lu m b e r 29, there was a three 
hours’ darkness ot the san, followed by a 
peculiar and lem m ing odor. Other his 
torical dark days are February 12, 1106 
February 12, 1200, when there was com­ 
plete darkuess for six hours; and an uni­ 
dentified day in 1241, “live months alter 
Mongol battle cl Lefgntz, “when the sun 
was so obscured that the stars were seen 
in the ninth hour about Miahselmas;” and 
lastly—not to include “Davenport’s Day” 
—we hear through Kepler, on the author­ 
ity of Gemma, that from the Sal to the 
25th of April, 1S64, “the sun appeared as if 
eufiaseii with blood and many stars were 
visible at noonday.” Some ol these phe­ 
nomena were doubtless 
due 
to solar 
eclipses, but upon others no light at all has 
been thrown by scientific research.

B e m ix tigecnc s o f a Statable E v en t o f 
th e L i l t C entury. 


Last WedoksJay was the IOO h anmver- 
aary ot the celebrated “Dark Day” which 
on Alky 19, 1750, overcame a great tract of 
North America, though its darkness was 
most intense in New Eagiaod, and especial­ 
ly in Massachusetts, where it was com 
mooiy thought that the day of judgment, 
though it much more closely resembled 
the day described by the Prophet Joel, as 
the herald of of the Lord’s f avenging army 
OI locusts: 
A day of darkness and of gloom; 
A day of clou is a. morning spread 
In I arid g.eim s, presaging doom 
Around the m ountain’s sto rey head. 
The early morniug w:<, cloudy with 
indications of coming ’thunder storms and 
even when the su_» re ie towards tty; zenuh 
hod there Wen* but few distinctly marked 
Clouds, it Wts so dark that it w n nim i.t 
impossible to read except by Candlelight. 
What clouds there were were strange and 
lurid, and it is said, shadows were rn st in 
all directions, Irrespectively of the posi­

To the Editor. 
S a n ta F e , New Mexico, May 13,1830.— 
I wrote you last winter while visiting some 
friends in Missouri, a short description of 
Southwestern Iowa aud N orthern Missouri, 
as it looked to me in winter.
